SECOND TALKING 
DEFIB IS UNVEILED 


COUNTLESS lives could be saved 
in Banbury thanks to the sterling 
efforts of a local solicitors’ firm on 
behalf of the Lions Club of Banbury. 

The town’s second public access defi¬ 
brillator, nestled in a bright yellow box, 
was unveiled in Horse Fair on Tuesday 
by staff from Spratt Endicott. 

It can be used by any member of the 
public, regardless of training, after 
calling 999, to potentially save the life of 
someone going into cardiac arrest. 

At the event earlier this week, town 
mayor Colin Clarke joined char¬ 
ity champions to formally declare the 
£2,000 electronic device ready for use. 

It follows the installation of Banbury’s 
first defibrillator in Market Square in 
2016 after years of concerted fundrais¬ 
ing by the Lions. 

Club president Ian Wilson said: “The 
staff at Spratt Endicott have a charity 
of the year and last year they heard we 
were fundraising for defibrillators. 

“They did an absolutely amazing 
job raising a huge amount of money; 
they’ve even raised funds towards the 
next one.” 

Defibrillators involve using two adhe¬ 
sive pads to deliver an electric shock to

the heart, allowing its rhythm to return 
to normal. 

If someone has a cardiac episode in 
public, people around them should call 
999 to receive a code from South Central 
Ambulance Service and open the box. 

The device will then ‘talk’ them 
through the process through an auto¬ 
mated voice, videos and pictures, and 
will only deliver an electric current if 
it is needed. 

Mr Wilson added: “It’s almost identi¬ 
cal to the other one and about the best 
you are going to get for a general mem¬ 
ber of the public to use. 

“It’s a great location here, right in 
the centre by the taxi ranks where you 
get a lot of footfall, and from now on 
the Lions will do weekly maintenance 
checks.” 

The Lions Club supports a number 
of charitable initiatives in Banbury 
every year. 

A training session and talk on the 
importance of defibrillators has also 
been held at Spratt Endicott by nation¬ 
al campaign the Community Heart¬ 


beat Trust. Spratt Endicott accounts 
department manager Sara Cross, who 
originally suggested the team support 
the Lions last year, said: “It seemed a 
worthwhile thing to do. 

“We had a casino night, lots of cake 
sales, dress-down days, raffles and quiz¬ 
zes. Eventually we opted for the public 
conveniences in Horse Fair; we wanted 
it fairly near our office and it’s a social 
area in the centre.” 

Extra money raised has already been 
put towards a third defibrillator for 
Banbury town centre, which has yet to 
be placed.

Getting ready for 
Universal Credit 

ORGANISATIONS working with 
vulnerable people in Oxfordshire 
will need to work together to help 
clients prepare for Universal 
Credit. 

From October, the new system - 
which brings six existing types of 
benefits under one roof - will be 
rolled out in Oxford, Abingdon and 
Witney. 

It will commence in Banbury and 
Witney the following month. 

A conference hosted by Oxford 
City Council and the Department 
for Work and Pensions was held last 
week for housing, advice and 
support providers to get ready for 
the changes. 

Councillor Susan Brown, the 
council’s board member for 
customer and corporate services, 
said: “If you claim Universal Credit 
you need to have a bank account, 
you need to be able to pay your rent 
and bills and manage your other 
costs on a monthly basis, and you 
need to be able to make and manage 
your claim online. 

“It’s very different to any benefits 
or tax credits people get now, and 
we will help anyone in Oxford who 
has difficulty managing their 
monthly payment or who cannot 
claim online. 

“It is vital that the council, DWP, 
housing associations and support 
providers work closely together to 
make sure vulnerable residents can 
cope with Universal Credit.” 

The new system will replace 
Jobseeker’s Allowance, 
employment and support 
allowance, child and working tax 
credits, housing benefit and income 
support.

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Doctors in place 
but consultants 
don’t follow suit

SEVEN doctors are now 
ready to work at the 
Horton General Hospi¬ 
tal’s maternity unit but 
campaigners should not 
hold their breath, it has 
been warned. 

Maternity at the Banbury 
hospital was downgraded 
to midwife-led last year due 
to a lack of middle-grade 
doctors in post. 

Since then expectant 
mothers deemed high-risk, 
or those who face compli¬ 
cations during labour, have 
had to travel to the John 
Radcliffe Hospital in Ox¬ 
ford to give birth. 

Last week an update 
on the situation was dis¬ 
cussed by the board of Ox¬ 
ford University Hospitals 
NHS Foundation Trust at 
a meeting in the Churchill 
Hospital. 

Clinical services director 
Paul Brennan said seven 
out of nine middle-grade 


doctors needed at the Hor¬ 
ton were now in post. 

He said: “As the board 
will recall, we absolutely 
need nine to maintain the 
rota. To make the jobs at¬ 
tractive they are being 
rotated through the John 
Radcliffe. 

“Those middle-grade doc¬ 
tors are working at the JR 
for now; some want to get 
on the specialist register 
so giving them that expe¬ 
rience at the JR is really 
positive. 

“They also run antenatal 
and screening classes at 
the Horton, so they get that 
balance.” 

But at the same time he 
warned that efforts to re¬ 
cruit consultant obstetri¬ 
cians had led to less prom¬ 
ising results, with just 
three in post and no pro¬ 
gress made since October. 

He said: “We also need a 
minimum of five consult¬ 
ants to run the rota. 

“We have had a rolling 
advert in place for eight 
months now and we haven’t 


had one appointment.” 

Campaigners fear time 
is running out as Oxford¬ 
shire Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group is to consider 
making the downgrade to 
maternity at the Horton 
permanent in a meeting 
on August 10, following 
its ‘Big Consultation’ on a 
number of acute services 
in the county. 

Keith Strangwood, chair¬ 
man of the Keep the Hor¬ 
ton General campaign, 
said: “The goal posts keep 
moving. 

“We’ve always known 
that the Trust claimed to 
need nine middle grade 
doctors, but as they near 
that target, and with less 
than a month to go before 
the OCCG meet to decide 
the future of maternity 
services, all of a sudden 
they’re short of consult¬ 
ants too? 

“To say we question their 
commitment to re-open the 
consultant-led maternity 
unit would be a massive 
understatement.”

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Police launch 
county wide 
knife amnesty 

PEOPLE can surrender knives into 
bins at police stations across 
Oxfordshire as part of a operation 
to crack down on crime involving 
blades. 

Operation Sceptre will see 16 
police stations across the Thames 
Valley have ‘knife surrender bins’ 
for members of the public to 
dispose of the weapons until 
Sunday. 

Police spokesman James Williams 
said: “Knife crime is deplorable and 
as a force we try to educate men, 
women and children not to use 
knives as weapons. 

“We have held a number of knife 
amnesties in the past and also 
support the national campaign 
‘Surrender Your Knife’ which aims 
to raise awareness of knife crime 
and reduce the number of knives 
being used as weapons. 

“There is no need to carry a knife 
as protection, and the sad truth is 
that if you do it will often be used as 
a weapon against you.” 

People are advised to make sure 
that all knives are safely wrapped 
in tape and newspaper before they 
are put in the bins. 

The police stations in Oxfordshire 
which will have the bins in them 
are Abingdon, Banbury, Bicester 
and Oxford. 

Thames Valley’s Police 
headquarters in Kidlington will 
also have a surrender bin. 

All knives are surrendered 
anonymously and there will be no 
CCTV cameras recording.

Talks help teachers 
safeguard children

PRIMARY and secondary school 
teachers from across North Ox¬ 
fordshire were put through their 
paces by police in a series of work¬ 
shops to promote safeguarding. 

The event on Wednesday, July 5, saw 
dozens of teachers invited to Bodicote 
House in Banbury for a series of talks 
with Thames Valley Police and Cher- 
well District Council. 

Among the topics covered were child 
sexual exploitation (CSE) and hate 
crime, through to drug exploitation and 
the criminal justice system. 

Officers shared resources with teach¬ 


ers that could be used to educate school- 
children back in the classroom. 

Cherwell neighbourhood inspector 
John Batty said: “The workshop, which 
came about as part of the Safeguard¬ 
ing Children in Banbury partnership, 
aimed to increase the capacity and con¬ 
fidence of schools and teachers to de¬ 
liver safeguarding inputs on key social 
issues that may affect children. 

“It was an opportunity to share 
knowledge from all agencies to help 
protect the children of Banbury and 
Cherwell.” 

In February it was revealed that five 
hotels in Banbury had failed a ‘child 
sexual exploitation test’ during covert 
operations by Thames Valley Police. 

The establishments were willing to 


rent a room overnight to a 15-year-old 
girl and a plainclothes police officer 
without checking the ID of either per¬ 
son. 

At the workshop Aquarius, a service 
supporting young people in Oxford¬ 
shire affected by substance misuse, 
also presented information about drug 
exploitation. 

Teachers from across 13 primary 
schools and nine secondary schools in 
North Oxfordshire attended. 

Claire Ferens, headteacher at Hill 
View Primary School in Banbury, said: 
“We received great feedback from our 
year six teachers who attended. 

“The session was really informative 
and certainly useful for all teachers, re¬ 
gardless of what age they teach.”

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Warning over A&E patients surge

HOSPITAL bosses have warned that 
record numbers turning up at A&E 
could be ‘the new normal’ after an 
unprecedented surge over spring. 

Over the course of May an average 
of 441 people attended emergency 
departments at the John Radcliffe 
and Horton General hospitals every 
day -about two per cent higher than 
this time last year. 

An extra 1,500 people attended 
A&E in May than throughout April. 

Frontline staff have said their 
day-to-day experience is Tike win¬ 
ter’- when A&E admissions typi¬ 
cally peak 

In fact numbers have risen since 
last winter, when the average was 
only about 400. 

At a meeting of Oxford University 
Hospitals NHS Foundation Trust 
yesterday, clinical services direc¬ 
tor Paul Brennan warned numbers 
could continue to rise. 

He said: “We have never seen this 
level of emergency activity coming 
through the trust at this time of 
year. 

“When the next report comes to 
the board I know what we’ll see for 
June, and I’m pretty sure I know 
what we will see for July. 

“It is challenging. We need to 
recognise the amount of pressure 
that staff are under having to keep 
up with this, and it’s important we 
demonstrate support to the teams.” 

Just 86.4 per cent of people were 
admitted, transferred or discharged 
within four hours of arrival, down 


from 88.8 per cent in April and 
against a national target of 95 per 
cent. 

Since late April the trust has also 
seen a high degree of bed occupan¬ 
cy, with an average of 92 per cent of 
general and acute beds taken up at 
midnight during May. 

Vice-chairman Geoff Salt said 


he had visited the Horton General 
Hospital in Banbury on Monday 
and said it had been a ‘record day’ 
for attendances that had followed a 
record weekend. 

He added: “In sweltering condi¬ 
tions, staff were saying it was like 
winter. 

“Until some system pulls together, 


we have got to find a way of keeping 
up with this as the new normal and 
expect it to be going up every year.” 

Statistics on A&E attendances 
across the NHS are due to be pub¬ 
lished today and are likely to show 
a similar picture across the board. 

In April attendances were four per 
cent higher than in 2016.

Last month Chris Hopson, the 
chief executive of NHS Providers, 
the trade association for NHS acute 
and ambulance trusts, said there 
had been ‘no respite for the NHS’ 
from the pressing demand faced 
over winter. 

The body has argued that pres¬ 
sures on GP services had led to peo¬ 
ple turning to A&E as a ‘viable al¬ 
ternative’, while the under-funding 
of social care was keeping older 
patients in hospital. 

Yesterday OUH re-iterated its call 
for people to only attend A&E when 
necessary. 

Spokesman Kaelum Nevile said: 
“During June and July we have ex¬ 
perienced a record level of attend¬ 
ances. Patients should always care¬ 
fully consider alternative options.”

New funding 
formula sees 
schools share 
extra £1.3bn 

A CONTROVERSIAL shake-up of 
school funding is set to go ahead, 
with an extra £1.3bn announced to 
soften the blow. 

The Government has announced it 
will plough ahead with plans for a 
new national funding formula, which 
campaigners claimed could cost 
Oxfordshire schools almost £30m in 
the coming years. 

Education Secretary Justine 
Greening made the announcement 
in the House of Commons, noting 
the current funding system was 
‘unfair, opaque and out-of-date’. 

She said: “The additional funding 
I’m setting out today, together with 
the introduction of a national funding 
formula, will provide schools with the 
investment they need to offer a 
world-class education to every single 
child.” 

A fresh pot of £1.3bn has been 
created from savings made 
elsewhere in the Department of 
Education, to be split between 
schools in the first two years of the 
new formula. 

The cash is designed to support 
schools during the transition period, 
before the new formula comes in. 

Schools are expected to learn in 
September how much extra they will 
get, but Ms Greening insisted the 
‘historic reform’ will mean more cash 
per pupil. 

A group called Fair Funding for All 
Schools Oxfordshire was set up 
earlier this year, to campaign against 
the plans for a new formula. 

It predicted the plan could cost 
Oxfordshire schools up to £30m, but 
has not yet made an updated 
projection. 

The funding formula remains set to 
come into effect in September 2018, 
with the transition period to last until 
2020.

NEW police recruits will have 
the chance to become detectives 
after just two years as part of a 
major overhaul. 

Thames Valley Police is launch¬ 
ing a new pathway for people to join 
the force, which will allow them to 
be fast tracked to become an inves¬ 
tigator into serious crimes without 
spending significant time as a beat 
officer in uniform and working 
their way up the ranks. 

The Specialist Entry Detective 
Programme will see candidates join 
a dedicated team within two years 
and investigate serious and com¬ 
plex cases, cyber-crime and crimes 
against vulnerable people. 

But the police federation, the 
body which represents rank-and- 
file officers, said the change in re¬ 
cruitment process only provided a 
‘sticking plaster’ rather than any 
long-term solution to the detective 
crisis. 

Pc Craig O’Leary, chairman of 
Thames Valley Police Federation, 
said: “We are not looking at why 
people don’t want to become detec¬ 
tives any more. 

“Yes we are just directing people 
into the investigative pathway, but 
if nothing changes, they will be¬ 
come qualified, realise why people 
don’t want to do it and they will 
want to leave as well. Otherwise, 
this only represents a short term 
fix. 

“There are a fundamental issues 
that we need to understand: Has the 
job become too difficult? Too oner¬ 
ous? Is the workload too much? Is it 
to do with remuneration? The force 
needs to identify and fix that.” 

Initially joining as a student po¬ 
lice officer, candidates will complete 


their initial training and gain ex¬ 
perience of both investigation and 
response work during their first 
year. 

During the second year of train¬ 
ing candidates will be required to 
pass assessments, including the 
National Investigator’s Exam, be¬ 
fore being confirmed in post as a 
detective constable. 

Detective Chief Inspector Fe¬ 
licity Parker said it was ‘impera¬ 
tive’ for the service to attract the 
‘best talent’ into its ranks, as the 
policing landscape continued to 
‘increase in complexity’. 

DCI Parker added: “This new en¬ 


try route represents a fantastic op¬ 
portunity for talented and skilled 
individuals interested in pursuing 
a career as a detective. 

“We’re looking for effective de¬ 
cision makers; people who can 
prioritise their workload and find 
innovative solutions to problems 
so we can hold people to account 
and work to make our communi¬ 
ties safer.” 

Aspiring detectives will be re¬ 
quired to meet the standard po¬ 
lice officer entry criteria, which 
includes two A-Levels at grades 
A* to E and hold the Certificate in 
Knowledge of Policing. 


The recruitment process follows 
the same steps as a regular police 
officer, but has a final interview 
to assess suitability to progress to 
the role of a detective constable. 

Earlier this year Her Majesty’s 
Inspectorate of Constabulary de¬ 
scribed the shortage of detectives 
across England and Wales as a ‘na¬ 
tional crisis’. 

In a report published in March, 
it said victims of crime were be¬ 
ing let down, emergency calls 
downgraded and investigations 
shelved by forces. 

Recruitment for the new roles 
starts at the end of the month.

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An animation monstrosity 


MONSTER ISLAND (PG, 80 
mins) Animation/Fantasy/Drama/ 
Romance. Featuring the voices of 
Phillip Adrian Vasquez, Roger L 
Jackson, Fiona Flardingham, Katie 
Leigh, Jenifer Kaplan, Michael 
Robles, Johnny Rose, Chuck Kour- 
ouklis, Erik Braa.

It's good to be bad in director 
Leopoldo Aguilar's computer-ani¬ 
mated coming-of-age story about a 
teenager who discovers he is a little 
monster in every sense. 

Based on a simplistic screenplay by 
Billy Frolick, this sporadically amus¬ 
ing if derivative yarn has faint nar¬ 
rative echoes of Hotel Transylvania 
and Zootropolis but none of those 
films' charm, rollicking humour and 
visual sophistication. 

Monster Island has a pleasing 
undercurrent of heartfelt emotion 
that venerates father-son relation¬ 
ships and the power of self-belief. 
Yet good intentions don't translate 
to great entertainment, even with 
the inclusion of a cute animal 
sidekick (a turquoise lizard called 
Watson) and feel good choruses 
of pop hits Bang Bang by Jessie J, 
Ariana Grande and Nicki Minaj, 
Cheerleader by Omi and Boom Clap 
by Charli XCX. 

At a lean 80 minutes, Aguilar's film 
doesn't outstay its welcome but it 
is evident from early scenes that 
there is bountiful padding around 
a linear plot that could easily be 
distilled in a sprightly half hour. 
Animation quality is merely ad¬ 
equate. 

Characters' faces are painted in 
broad strokes, water effects in 
a pivotal sailing sequence ebb 
between mediocrity and lacklustre, 
and when animators gear up for an 
action set piece, it is brief and lacks 
excitement. 

The unlikely hero is Lucas (voiced by 
Phillip Adrian Vasquez), a quick-wit¬ 
ted 13-year-old "with a beast of an 
appetite", who lives with his father 
Nicolas (Roger L Jackson), owner of 
Trunk Mechanics. 

Late one night, Lucas sneaks out 
of his house to attend a Halloween 
party hosted by middle school class¬ 
mate Melanie (Jenifer Kaplan). 

Alas, the boy forgets his inhaler, 
which he needs to puff every 24 


hours to stave off a mysterious 
hereditary condition. 

In the middle of a slow dance, 

Lucas splutters and metamorphoses 
into a winged orange creature, ter¬ 
rifying fellow pupils including bully 
boy Cameron (Michael Robles). 
"When we turn into teenagers, we 
also turn into monsters," Nicolas 
tenderly explains to his incredu¬ 
lous boy, revealing that they hark 
from an otherworldly island called 
Calvera, located on the shell of a 
giant turtle. 

Stealing an ancient map that "acts 
like a GPS", Lucas heads to Calvera 
to meet his grandmother Carlotta 
(Katie Leigh), who runs a depot 
store with her purple warthog assis¬ 
tant, Veronica (Fiona Hardingham). 
Meanwhile, a diabolical scientist 
named Norcutt (Johnny Rose) 
abducts island residents with the 
help of henchmen Durgo (Chuck 
Kourouklis) and Mongo (Erik Braa) 
in order to create a potion that har¬ 
nesses all of their beastly powers. 
Monster Island lacks the scope, 
ambition and technical virtuosity 
to scare up gargantuan box office 
takings. 

Vocal performances are forgettable 
and Frolick's script saunters from A 
to B with minimum fuss. 

The plot unravels quicker that a 
clumsy mummy's bandages and 
the limited visual palette is the final 
stake through the film's heart.

Oscar nominated London-born 
director Christopher Nolan and his 
producer wife Emma Thomas real¬ 
ise their dream of immortalising the 
largest evacuation of allied forces 
during the Second World War on 
lustrous 70mm celluloid.

The Music Shop by Rachel Joyce is 
published in hardback by Double¬ 
day, priced £14.99 (ebook £9.99). 
Rachel Joyce's new novel returns to 
some of the themes in her bestsell¬ 
ing debut The Unlikely Pilgrimage 
Of Harold Fry: loss, the pull of the 
past and the bonds that can be 
forged with strangers. This time 
the pilgrimage is through music. 

It's 1988, and music shop owner 
Frank is one of a community of 
shopkeepers in a crumbling arcade 
threatened with demolition. Cling¬ 
ing to vinyl despite the arrival of 
CDs, he listens to people who come 
in search of music - both what 
they say and what they don't - to 
recommend with uncanny ability 
the record they need. Then Use 
Brauchmann, a woman nursing a 
secret, faints outside his shop and 
Frank is tipped into a breathless, 
frightening world of love and music 


lessons. The Music Shop is set to a 
soundtrack ranging from Vivaldi to 
Aretha Franklin, with an emotional 
tone that embraces both Handel's 
joyful Hallelujah and Leonard 
Cohen's broken one. Ultimately, it's 
an uplifting read, simply written 
but nuanced, full of humour and 
authentic characters - and a love of 
vinyl that makes reaching for online 
playlists to listen to the music while 
reading feel like sacrilege.
